among those who bowed to the will of 
the people.

not defeated. 
The third term snake 


was scotched 
but 
not killed. 
The de- 


termination 
of tlie President to force 


the measure is becoming 
more appar- 


ent day by day. 
It is now believed 


that the Louisiana trouble was created 
and Sheridan 
sent 
to New Orleans 


in the interest of the third term busi- 
ness. 
The Arkansas 
difilculties were 


another move in the same 
direction, 


and the following synopsis of a bill 
just adopted by the unanimous 
vote of 


the Republican 
Senators 
nnd 
Con- 


gressmen, 
is another 
and the boldest 


step

toward perpetuating 


the reign of U. 8. Grant. 
We advise 


all to read this synopsis carefully: 


I?Re-enactment 
of tbe fourth section ofthe 
Ku Klux Act, which allows 
(he President 
to 
suspend 
the writof habeas 
corpus 
in certain 
cases, 
and gives him full power 
to use the 


army to suppress 
disorder 
and 
maintain the 
peace. 
i?Tlie appointment of Deputy 
U. S. Mar- 


shals and Supervisors 
of Elections, with full 
powers to conduct 
elections, 
count ballots, 
supervise 
returns and arrest persons 
who at- 
tempt to Intimidate voters or unlawfully in- 
terfere with the conduct ofelections. 


3? To provide for a full and fairregistration 


of legal voters and make it unlawful for any 
reconstructed 
State 
to impose 
an exclusive 
poll tax, oi require the payment 
of such tax 
as n qualification for voting at any 
congres- 
sional election. 


4? Declaring the exhibition or use of deadly 


weapons on days of registration 
or election, 
for the purposes of Intimidation or violence, a 
criminal offense, punishable 
with fine or im- 
prisonment, 
at the discretion ol a court. 


This means, ifit means anything,to 


place the Southern 
States under mili- 


tary control?to 
declare 
that martial 


law has superceded 
civil rule 
? and 


thus secure the electoral vote of tbose 
States for Grant. 
The bayonet 
shall 


supercede 
the ballot box and United 


States Marshals shall direct for whom 
ballots shall be cast and count the bal- 
lots. 
We repeat this is a bold move 


but it is a desperate 
case and can only 


be saved by a desperate 
remedy. 
Tho 


bayonet in the South and bribery and 
corruption in the North seems 
to be 


the weapons with which the President 
is determined 
to perpetuate 
his Presi- 


dency. 
Are the people 
to be defied 


and 
their will and 
wishes 
set at 


naught? 


Yesterday's 
Proceedings.
